Thursday's debate in the house over the 
civil service law was much more lively 
than on Wednesday. The crowded gal- 
leries were plainly in sympathy with the 
opponents of the law, and they became 
•o noisy in their demonstrations of ap- 
proval ar. one juncture that the chair 
was compelled to call them to order. Mr. 
Johnson was warmly sustained by tl.e 
friends of the law on the floor, but he got 
very liuls applause from the gralleries. 
Mr. Grcsvenur diil not define his atti- 
tude in detail, but Rave his adhesion to 
thfc bill ajji'L-t d on by the opponents of 
the law in'caucus. 


Mr. Grosvenor. in replying to the 


charge made against himself and his 
colleagues, that they are betraying the 
Republican party, adverted to what he 
called the list uf traitors amonff the high 
priests of civil service reform, at the 
head of which he placed George William 
Curtis, who abandoned the Republican 
party in 1SS4. He reviewed the platform 
declarations of the Republican party to 
show that the present position occupied 
by the majority of the house was not in 
consistent with these declarations. "I 
give the members of the civil service 
commission notice," said he, "that we 
have a majority on this flour, :md you 
cannot .strangle a majority In the Ameri- 
can congress." (Applause.) Heargucd 
that when the St. Louis platform was 
adopted the extensions contained in the 
Cleveland order of May, 1S9I5. had not 
been understood. It was not until No- 
vember, 18%. that the enormous scope 
of that order covering 46,000 officials was 
publicly declared. 


One of Mr. Grosvenor's statements 


which evoked an enthusiastic outburst 
from the galleries was in the nature of 
a warning that if members refused to 
listen to tho voice of the people in hos- 
ti ity to this law they would not be mem- 
bers of the Fifty-sixth house of repre- 
sentatives. He argued that the people 
were overwhelmingly opposed to the law, 
ami said that hundreds of thousands of 
Republicans felt a secret sympathy with 
Mayor Van Wyck of New York, who an- 
nounced that none but Democrats would 
be appointed to office under the new ci ' 
government. The speaker professed his 
adherence to the principle of the merit 
system and to the theory of examina- 
tions furiifllcc within eertairdlmitatlons, 
"but," he i-xclaiim-d. addressing the de- 
fenders of the law. "I want to servo notice 
on you that unhfes you join us In tho 
correction of the abuses and the reforma- 
tion of 
th"

portion of the community, legislative, 
executive or judicial, !XI destroy the 
law, root a.n.d bra,nch." 


Mr. Johnson (Hop., Tnd.), one of th" 


ardent detX'ndors i,f the law, took oc- 
casion to review the history of the civil 
service. Men were appointed to office 
in the time o>t Jackson, yet never was 
party feuling' stronger than then. It was 
absurd to say that party spirit must be 
fed upon the bribe of office. He 
re- 


butted the statement of the adversaries 
of the law that Lincoln and Grant be- 
lieved in the spoils system. 


During his review of the records of 


eminent men on this question. Mr. Joh.n- 
gon became involved in a controversy 
with his colleague. Mr. Landis, and dur- 
ing the cross firing the galleries became 
so obstreperous in their approval of the 
Position of the latU-r that the chair was 
obliged to suspend the debate and ad- 
monish the spectators thai such demon- 
strations must cease. 


In enumerating the evils of the spoils 


system, Mr. Johnson said it made cow- 
ards of legislators: it stormed the White 
House: Interfered with the departments: 
it reached into the capitol and shaped 
legislation: it exalted the office broker 
and attack, villifled and calumniated 
the conscientious man. Words could not 
do justice to the infamy of this prolific 
evil which had debauched the civil ser- 
vice. H seemed incredible to him that 
men could dare advocate a return to this 
saturnalia. The talk of a civil pension 
was a bugabo. designed to frighten the 
defenders of the merit system. A prop- 
osition for a civil pension could not com- 
mand half a dozen votes in either house 
or secui'3 the executive approval. 


Speaking to the Republican side of the 


house, he said that the merit system was 
a Republican child. Every Republican 
senator and all except seven Republican 
members of the house voted for it. It 
has been indorsed by state and national 
conventions; 
cities and states were 


adopting it; the American people were 
behind it. 


Mr. Johnson attributed the discordant 


and disgraceful scene now going on in 
Ohio, with its "visions of scnatorshlps 
going glimmering," to the scramble for 
spoils, state and national, and said that 
the surest way to put Bryan and his 
black banner in the White House in 1900 
would be for the Republican party to be 
recreant to its trust and to slap In the 
face those who believed in an honestly 
conducted service. Without desiring ir. 
any way to reflect upon the present oc- 
cupant of the White House, Mr. Johnec.n 
said he was convinced that there could 
be no genuine civil sen-ice reform until 
by constitutional amendment, the presi- 
dent was rr.ade ineligible for re-election 
As long as he was eligible for re-election. 
he must necessarily be more prlcss un-
